Antonov attended se±± the conference with his colleague from the 
academy of Sciences of the U3SA. The two Soviet men were not invited 
to tour the Cornell Bab. This tour was limited to scientists from 
MATO countries. (The lab maintains tight security measures). The two were 
offended because of this discrimination, and apparently voiced their 
grievances in a TV interview for a local station. It is believed that
